The ma rgin of one ba ll 
ga me often determines the winner 
of a series. 
During the regula r pla y ing sea ­ 
son of 154 ga m es it is possible for 
a n umpire to ha ve som e unusua l 
decision stir up a ll kinds of trouble 
for a time, but it is forgotten la ter 
on. 
In a world series tha t consists of 
only seven ga m es, a ny questiona ble 
decision by a n umpire tha t decides 
the result, is written on the record 
books a nd sta y s there.

De­ 
ferred p ay m en ts, in kin d an d cash, were to be co l­ 
lected by armies. 
Bu t all that his armies su cceeded 
in do ing was to en rage the German s, retard in du strial 
pro ductio n in Germany an d in terfere with the n o rmal 
pro cess o f co llectio n. Fran ce go t less with her armies 
than she had g o t witho ut them. 
Swo rd-rattling g av e way to reaso n and co nciliatio n. 
Germans, being human, respo nded. 
The present o ut­ 
lo o k is that Germany will meet her o blig atio ns wil­ 
ling ly and fully , as ag reed upo n under the Dawes 
plan. 
And France no w plans to withdraw her tro o ps 
fro m the Rhine. 
It lo o ks like a new era. 
That way 
lies ho pe. 
The o ther way co uld o nly lead to further 
war.
